Inasmuch as it is now the time for the Leazues to be discussing 
1ова1 program for next year and because of the continuing concern of both 
of our Leagues in the Library situation, I am taking the Liberty of writing 
this memo for the two League boards and the use of our county council so 
that all will have the benefit of the same information. This is not meant 
for publication in a VOTER or otherwise. 


The Board of County Commissioners took the first step in implement- 
ing their decision to establish a County Library System when they appoS$nted 
the current Library Advisory Board. This Board is working toward having 
the system ready to start functioning by October 1, 1968 if at all possible. 
This is the earliest date possible since that is when the next fiscal year 
begins. Whether or not it can be in even limited operation by that date 
1s dependent upon several factors but we should certainly be seeing some 
result of the efforts put forth by January 1, 1969. 


PROFESSIONAL ADVISORS: The Board decided that 1t would be very 
helpful if we had some professional advice and to this end we have asked 
Miss Adams of the West Palm Beach Library, Miss Wolf of the Delray Beach 
Library, and Mr. Huber of the Riviera Beach Library to act as our professional 
advisors. They have graciously agreed todo SO. As you no doubt know, 
Miss Adams has had experience as a member of the Florida State Library 
staff for several years and this will stand us in good stead. We felt 
that by having the benefit of.advice from these librarians we might very 
well avoid many pitfalls and that matters would be expedited. 


LIBRARY DIRECTOR: This 15 perhaps the most important task we 
have facing us since the person selected for this position will determine 
to a large measure the success of the venture. Steps have been taken to 
find the right person. 


SPACE: A committee is working onthe matter of finding suitable 
warehouse/office space for the county library center. 


CONTRACTS: Тһе county attorney's office is working with us on 
preparing a contract which will be offered to the communities whose 
Libraries meed the minimum standard which we have established. A date 
for distribution of these contracts has not yet been set but will in all 
likelihood be debided at our February meeting. 


SPECIAL TAXING DISTRICT: Тһе county attorney's office and Mr. 
Maxwell are working with us in getting all the necessary data together 
in order that the library tax will be a part of the November, 1968, tax 
bills of those owners of real. property who are affected by the creation 
of this special taxing district. 


BUDGET: Ме have the start of our budget. As soon as we know the 
total assessed valuation of the area affected, we will know the millage re- 
quired. Work will be going ahead on refining this budget and it will be pre- 
sented to the Board of County Commissioners at the proper time during the 
summer. 

Concern has been expressed by some with regard to funding the 
library system. As we understand it, the Board of County Commissioners will 
give final approval to our budget but so long as we present a budget which is 
not in excess of those figures which we have presented to date, i.e. 1/5 mil 
or less, there should be no problem. 

As chairman of the Library Advisory Board, I would like to say t, 
t feel that all the members of the Board have a real concern that this ve

Attached is a copy of the bylaws for the Palm Beach 
County Library Advisory Board which we adopted at our meeting 
on June 19, 1968. We used sample forms suggested for library 
boards as our guide. 


I would call your attention to Article I which states 
that appointments to the board should be made not later than 
October lst of each year. This year you will each appoint three 
members as we were all appointed for one year only. Each sub- 
sequent year you will appoint just one member. I would suggest 
that should it be your wish to re-appoint those now serving that 
you contact them about August lst with a request for a reply by 
August 15th which will give you six weeks in which to fill any 
vacancy which might occur. 


It is because of the difficulty we faced last fall in 
getting answers and then filling the vacancies that I respect- 
fully make these suggestions. It will be most important this 
year that we be able to proceed without any interruption. 


If you should have any question about this or if I can 
be of assistance to you in this matter, please let me know. 


the manner in which one member from each Distriat will serve a one-year tern, 
one a two-year term and the third a three-year term. In future years only 
one member from each District shall be appointed. These appointments shall 
be made not later than October lst of each year. In the case of a vacancy 
due to resignation or death, the member of the Board of County Commissioners 
from whose District the appointment was made shall fill the vacancy at the 
earliest possible time. 


ARTICLE II - Duties 
The board shall be responsible for the recommendation of the employment of 
a qualified library director, setting policy and budgeting and such other 
matters as should properly be their concern. 


ARTICLE III - Officers 
Section 1. Officers of the board shall be a Chairman, Vice Chairman & Secretary. 
Section 2. The officers shall be elected by ballot at the organizational meet- 
ing for a term of one year. Vacancies in the office shall be 
filled by ballot at the next regular meeting of the board after 
the vacancy occurs. 
Section 3. The duties of the officers shall be such as by custom and law and 
the rules of this board usually devolve upon such officers in 
accordance with their titles. 


ARTICLE IV - Meetings 

Section l. The library board shall meet once a month at a time and place 
to be determined by the board. The October meeting shall be 
the organizational meeting. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the Chairman, or upon written 
request of five members, for the transaction of business as stated 
in the call. Notice stating the time and place of any special 
meeting and the purpose for which called shall be given each 
member of the board at least two days in advance of such meeting. 

Section 3. A quorum for transaction of business shall consist of five members 
with the provision that all official business must at all times 
be approved by at least five members. 

Section 4, ROBERT'S RULES OF ORDER, last revised edition, shall govern the 
parliamentary procedure of the board, except as herein provided. 


ARTICLE V - Committees 
Section 1. There shall be standing committees appointed by the Chairman to 
serve for one year as follows: 
a. Budget b. Building c. Contracts 
Sectlon 2. There shall be special committees appointed as needed to carry 
out specific functions. 


ARTICLE VI - Librarian 
The librarian shall be considered the executive officer of the board and 
shall have sole . charge of the administration of the county system under the 
direction and review of the board. The librarian shall be held responsible 
for the care of the buildings and equipment, for the employment and direction 
of the staff, for the efficiency of the system's service, and for the opera- 
tion of the system under the financial conditions set forth in the annual 
budzet. The librarian shall attend all board meetings except those at which 
his appointment, salary, or performance is to be discussed or decided. 


ARTICLE VII - Amendments 
The bylaws may be amended at any regular meeting of the board with an 
affirmative vote of a majority of the members of the board, providing the 
members had been given thirty (30) days notice.

Dear Mr. Abel: 


In reply to your inquiry by telephone made on December 5th 
I am pleased to list below the chronology of the activity with regard 
to the establishment of free library service in Palm Beach County: 


In November, 1965, a fifteen member committee was appointed by the 

Boatd of County Commissioners to investigagze the matter of library 

service in the county and if it was found that the county should do 
something about it to recommend what form it should take and how it 
would be financed. 


On February 7, 1967 the committee made a report of its findings to 
date to the Board of County Commissioners. 


On September 19, 1969 a final report was given by the committee which 
resulted in the Board of County Commissioners taking the necessary 
steps to establish free public library service. 


On September 21 and 28, 1967 a notice of a public hearing appeared 
in the legal notices of the Palm Beach Post inAccordance with the law. 


On September 29, 1967 at the public hearing a resolution was edopted 
by the Board of County Commissioners for the establishment, maintenance 
and operation of a free library service in Palm Beach County. 


On November 7, 1967 I wrote the mayors of all the municipalities in the 
county, advising them of the establishment of the Library District and 
asking for certain information. A copy of that letter is enclosed for 
your information. 


Under date of November 13, 1967 I received the following letter from you: 
"Receipt 18 acknowledged of your letter of November 
7th concerning the Special Taxing District to establish 
a free public library system in Palm Beach County. 


"There is nothing in the current budget for 1967-68 
for the support and/or operation of a library." 


On October 1, 1968 seven libraries in the county began offering 
their services without charge to the residents of these respective 
cities together with the residente in the unincorporated area of 
the county and those municipalities which do not support a library 
from tax funds. 


On December 1, 1968 our Librmry Director assumed her position with 
us and plans for the expansion of library service in the county will 
be formulated and carried out as quickly as possible. 


One of our concerns has been that as many people as розе іе 
be aware of this important step. А11 the activity in connection with 
this project has been well publicized through the various news media. 
The meetings with the Board of County Commissinners and tke public 
hearings were all covered by the press and TV. There have been a 
number of news releases issued by the Library Advisory Board as well 
as feature stories written by various reporters. 


I am not sure that you wanted all the detail I have ziven 
you. I felt, however, that a rather complete picture of what has 
taken place would better answer such questions as you might have. If 
I or any other member of the Library Advisory Board can be of further 
service to you, please let us know.
